Greg, 


I recently did some extensive work on my SB200 although I did not have to 
repair or replace any switch parts. I have encountered similar problems 
with burned switches though, and have successfully repaired these burned up 
switch contacts. So, if you have no choice, do not rule out repairing that 
bad wafer. 


The hardest part of your repair will be getting that darn bandswitch out of 
the SB200. It requires extensive dissassembly of the amplifier. You will 
have to do that if you want to replace the wafer or the entire bandswitch 
anyway. If you are going to have to take the switch out anyway then, while 
it is out on the bench in front of you, you can fairly easily repair 
individual contacts if you have to. This assumes that the rotating portion 
of the switch is still serviceable. 


The little clips around the edge can be removed by grinding away the rivet 
that holds them to the ceramic. Similar little clips from other switches 
can be attached in their place with number 2 screws, little rivets, or even 
small copper wire reinforced with epoxy. Magnifying goggles and steady 
hands are necessary but it is not as hard as you might think. I have done 
repairs like this to smaller phenolic switch wafers as well as ceramic 
wafers.

> exciter. Everything loaded fine in the CW position. Unkeyed the exciter, 
> and I selected USB and keyed the exciter again, still on the dummy load. 

> Blue arc and Buzzz from the center of SB-200. The band switch is frozen 
in 

the existing 20 meter position. 


When I took it apart, it appears the front wafer (wafer A) on the band 
switch arced over, and welded parts of the contacts in place. The contact 
that is badly damaged (repairing it is not an option) is connected to a 
10Quuf 3KV doorknob cap and the Tuning control.

Yep- John got it. I just compared it to my SX-62 here. The one on left has 5 
of the small knobs 
showing, the next knob to the left - cannot see it - would be the larger 


tuning knob. Since we 
cannot see the tuning knob, we can't determine thether its an SX-62 or 
SX-62A ( hi ). 


You can see the horizontal line running across the tuning scale, about 
equidistant from top and 

bottom of the tuning scale, that about bisects the small hallicrafter "h" 
on the right side, this is 

the 5-15 band scale, and the large dark area right below is where such place 
names as 

Albania, Ankara, Vallencia, etc. located. Of course, it's hard to tell 
whether to tune in Valencia 

by adjusting the pointer to the V or the E or the A in "Vallencia", or 
whether in fact Vallencia 

ever even had a shortwave broadcaster. Who cares? This looked good on 
European home 

radios, where it actually applied, so USA manufacturers slapped it on their 
radios, where you 

don't take these place names literally, but understand that it just means 
there's a whole world 

out there. Oops, i am rambling. 

And oh yes, they've dispensed with the cabinet in this ship's rack mounting 
of the receivers.
